I have completed action on 
the bills passed by the 73rd 
Illinois General Assembly, 
with the final tally Indicating 
that 1.375 were signed into 
law. 

In previous reports I have 
spelled out some of the ac- 
complishments of the recent 
session, including "loophole- 
plugging" sales tax legisla- 
tion, the creation of new 
slate departments for public 
aid and children and family 
services, authorization of cen- 
tralized office-service build- 
ings around the state, step- 
ped up emphasis on bringing 
new tourists to Illinois. and 
extension and construction 
of conservation facilities. 

The General Assembly saw 
fit to adopt about 92 per 
cent of the administration 
program that I submitted. 
One of the major accomplish- 
ments, of course, was the 
fact lhat Illinois has entered a 
two-year fiscal period with- 
out any new taxes, for the 
first time in 10 years. 

I vetoed 232 measures and 
eight others in part. It is 
never easy to veto a bill, be- 
cause the single fact that it 
passed the legislature indi- 
cates that many sincere peo- 
ple thought it should become 
law. 

I wielded a vigorous veto 
pen only because I felt it was 
in the best interests of the 



people of Illinois. For in- 
stance, the legislature voted 
to spend $101 million more 
than I budgeted for the next 
biennium. In other cases, it 
placed upon local govern- 
ments additional obligations 
without providing any way to 
meet those obligations, ' In 
good conscience, I could not 
honestly endorse much of 
tbat legislation. 

Before I acted, the bills 
received the most careful 
study. All bills, except those 
i n v o Iving appropriations, 
were sent to the Attorney 
General's office for re.view 
and an opinion on their con- 
stitutionality. 

: Then a special staff of legal 
experts researches each bill 
to determine its implications 
and effect. In addition, f 
received valuable advice 
from thousands of letters 
and from the groups who 
personally called upon me to 
explain their stands on spe- 
cific legislation. 

After taking all these view- 
points and studies into con- 
sideration, I made my deci- 
sion. I might add that the 
Illinois constitution allows 
bills to become law If I take 
no action. Feeling that our 
citizens had the right to know 
my stand on each measure, 
however, I either signed or 
vetoed every proposal.

The various foreign aid 
program benefit more than 
79 nations, ! Including many 
new nations that were -not In 
existence 10 years ago. Re- 
sponding to the public de- 
mand for reduction In for- 
eign aid expenditures, the 
House cut about 1 billion dol- 
lars from the amount re- 
quested by the President this 
year. Other restrictions' im- 
posed by .blouse action limit 
the rightof the Administra- 
tion to grant foreign aid to 
nations who arc dealing also 
with the Communists. 

One of the highly contro- 
versial issues is that of grant- 
ing foreign aid to Yugo- 
slavia, and Poland. It should 
be pointed out that any nitl 
to these. countries would be 
limited to loans. As ap- 
proved by the House of Rep- 
resentatives, the bill author- 
izes the president to grant 
"most favored nation" status 
to these two "communist' ■ 
countries. In turn, this 
means that Yugoslavia nnd 
Poland may have the same 
opportunity — as our allies — 
to participate in favorable 
trade relations witli our na- 
tion. 

• Very few communications 
•which refer solely to the "for- 
eign aid 'programs have come 
to me. Nevertheless, I am 
quite aware that the over- 
whelming sentiment in our 
12th Congressional District Is 
to cast a wary eye at the en- 
tire foreign aid program. 
. Fortunately for the Ameri- 
can taxpayer and the nation's 
economy, about 80% of the 
foreign aid dollars will be 
spent In this. country. Much 
of this is expended in the 
form of agricultural surplus 
goods. Other aid is in the 
form of American products, 
some of which is manufac- 
tured in our I2lh Congres- 
sional District, for overseas 
delivery. There is a rela- 
tively sharp reduction in 
mlitary aid in this year's for- 
eign aid budget. In the past, 
the military aid program has

This was discovered in a 
series of market research 
studies by the Outboard Boat- 
ing Club of America.' The 
studies were undertaken to 
find out who bought boating 
equipment and why. In the 
course of the research work, 
mimy other facts about the 
boat buyer's personality came 
to light. ■ 

-.'Mr. : Avorage Boater is 
strictly a doer. Accord- 
ing to the surveys, tiie boat 
^fowner is more likely to- be 
playing baseball than watch- 
ing it on TV". In fact, he 
does more of just about ev- 
erything than the man with- 
out a boat. The reports 
showed that he hunted, 
fished; swam, golfed and 
bowled more often than his 
boatlcss cousin. In addition, 
he found time to do more 
gardening, picnicking, pleas- 
ure -driving and working 
around the house than his 
counterpart without a boat. 

At first glance, you might 
think the boater was a bun- 
dle of nervous energy who 
must be doing something at 
every moment. ' 

Not so, say tho research; 
era. The boater can do his 
relaxing during periods of 
sedentary activity, such as 
cruising or fishing. 

Researchers were quick to 
point out that taking up boat- 
ing doesn't make the man 
suddenly take up other 
sports, too. Rather, boating 
appeals, in general, to peo- 
ple who like participant 
sports. This seems to bo a 
reflection of the boater's per- 
sonality — well-rounded, out- 
going and fun-loving, but un : 
satisfied with only one form 
of recreation. 

How does the non-boater 
spend his leisure time? The 
studies indicate that a good 
bit of it is probably spent 
watching TV.

"As a 
result." the most promising 
area for future work in mak- 
ing boating safer lies in in- 
tensified educational efforts 
aimed, at reminding boatmen 
of elementary rules of boat 
handling," Hughes raairi- 
tained.

Proper Care Keeps 
Trailers Rolling 

There arc some 3,200,on<) 
boat trailers whizzing along 
the nation's highways today, 
sturdy vehicles that enable 
everything from light fishing 
craft to big cabin boats to 
cruise the highways as welt 
*as the waterways, li 

•Proper care of your hont. 
trailer will keep, it rolling 
along for years, say*" engin- 
eering committees of the 
Outboard Boating Club of 
America. 

If at all possible, avoid 
submerging „ ynur trailer's 
hubs when loading or launch- 
ing a boal. 

If hubs arc submerged, -be 
sure -to -repack-1 he wheel 
bearings with grease as soon, 
as convenient. Water dilutes 
the effectiveness of the lubri- 
cant and (especially salt 
water) rusts and pits the 
bearings. 

Don't make the mistakerdf 
installing a grease fitting on 
your hubs so you can repack 
the bearings with a pressure 
grease gun; the pressure 
from the gun will blow out 
the grease seal, which has 
the .important job of keep- 
ing the grease in and water 
and. dirt out. It also keeps 
grease off the trailer brake 
linings — and grease oh- your 
brake linings means trouble! 

Submerging yotir'hubs may 
also affect the brakes ad- 
versely — be sure to try a few 
test stopsjf your hubs have 
been in the water. 

Some other tips on trailer 
care: 

— Make sure the hitch is 
fight; 

—Cheek safety chains.

Periodic maintenance of 
both boat and motor will save 
the need or an all-out spring 
or fall refurbishing.
